trees, without fruit at the late autumn gathering time—twice (doubly) dead, [lifeless 
and] plucked up by the roots; 


BRG These are spots in your feasts of charity, when they feast with you, feeding 
themselves without fear: clouds they are without water, carried about of winds; 
trees whose fruit withereth, without fruit, twice dead, plucked up by the roots; 


CSB These people are dangerous reefs at your love feasts as they eat with you without 
reverence. They are shepherds who only look after themselves. They are waterless 
clouds carried along by winds; trees in late autumn—fruitless, twice dead and 
uprooted. 

CEB These people are like jagged rocks just below the surface of the water waiting to 


snag you when they join your love feasts. They feast with you without reverence. 
They care only for themselves. They are waterless clouds carried along by the 
winds; fruitless autumn trees, twice dead, uprooted; 


CJB These men are filthy spots at your festive gatherings meant to foster love; they 
share your meals without a qualm, while caring only for themselves. They are 
waterless clouds carried along by the winds; trees without fruit even in autumn, and 
doubly dead because they have been uprooted; 


CEV These people are filthy minded, and by their shameful and selfish actions they spoil 
the meals you eat together. They are like clouds blown along by the wind, but 
never bringing any rain. They are like leafless trees, uprooted and dead, and unable 
to produce fruit. 
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These are spots in your love-feasts, feasting together [with you] without fear, 
pasturing themselves; clouds without water, carried along by [the] winds; autumnal 
trees, without fruit, twice dead, rooted up; 


These ones are the ones who are spots in your love-feasts, feasting-with you 
fearlessly, tending themselves; waterless clouds being carried-along by winds; 
fruitless autumn trees having died twice, having been uprooted; 


These are spots in their banquets, feasting together without fear, feeding 
themselves, clouds without water, which are carried about by winds, trees of the 
autumn, unfruitful, twice dead, plucked up by the roots, 


These people are like dirty spots among you—they bring shame to you in the 
special meals you share together. They eat with you and have no fear. They take 
care of only themselves. They are like clouds without rain. The wind blows them 
around. They are like trees that have no fruit at harvest time and are pulled out of 
the ground. So they are twice dead. 


These people are filthy stains on your love feasts when they eat with you without 
fear, shepherding themselves. They are clouds without rain, being driven along by 
the winds. They are autumn trees without fruit, twice dead, pulled up by the roots. 


These are hidden reefs at your love feasts, as they feast with you without fear, 
shepherds feeding themselves; waterless clouds, swept along by winds; fruitless 
trees in late autumn, twice dead, uprooted;

ISV These people are stains on your love feasts. They feast with you without any sense 
of awe. They are shepherds who care only for themselves. They are waterless clouds 
blown about by the winds. They are autumn trees that are fruitless, totally dead, 
and uprooted. 


PHILLIPS These men are a menace to the good-fellowship of your feasts, for they eat in your 
company without a qualm yet they care for no one but themselves. They are like 
clouds driven up by the wind, but they bring no rain. They are like trees with the 
leaves of autumn but without a single fruit—they are doubly dead for they have no 
roots either. They are like raging waves of the sea producing only the spume of 
their own shameful deeds. They are like stars which follow no orbit, and their 
proper place is the everlasting blackness of the regions beyond the light. It was 
men like that Enoch (seventh descendant from Adam) prophesied about when he 
said: ‘Behold, the Lord comes with ten thousands of his saints, to execute judgment 
on all, to convict all who are ungodly among them of all their ungodly deeds which 
they have committed in an ungodly way, and of all the harsh things which ungodly 
sinners have spoken against him.’ 


JUB These are spots in your banquets of charity, feeding themselves without any fear 
whatsoever: clouds without water, carried to and fro of the winds; trees withered as 
in fall, without fruit, twice dead, plucked up by the roots;
